Bad weather prevented 
earlier flights, and the series of postponements accounts for the 
combined mission. Prom flight plans submitted, it may be assumed that 
the plane followed a semi-trl angular flight pattcim bounded by Tirana 
on the south, Scutari on the west, and Kukes on the east. The field is 
being asked for confirmation as to whether the southern portion of the 
original flight plans will be attempted at a later date.
